t3y~The Republicans icjoice greatly over 
the victory lately won by them in New Hamp- 
shire, They got a majority of about four thou- 
sand votes, which would be very well for a 
political victory; but these Republicans don't 
so regard it. It was a contest between loyal 
men and traitore; between friends of the Gov- 
ernment and its enemies. In that view of the 
case, the mcjority is nothing; for of what con- 
sequence is one mm in five moie on one ?ide 
than on the other? The rebels are not one in 
four of tbe whole Union, so thit they are out- 
numbered three to one by loyal men; yet they 
are very troublesome. If they numbered hall, 
lacking a small per cent., the cause of the 
Union would be hopeless. 

Now, if nearly half of New riimpshire are 
traitors, and it turns out the same way in the 
rest of the States that vote th!s year, what 
have wc to hope foi? We take the case as the 
Abolitionists themselves present it. These 
elections are contests between loyal men and 
rebels. In this country, then, the case stands 
thuF: Nearly the whole Ssuth are rebclt; tbe 
exceptions are rare. Nearly hall the North 
are on their side — rebels too. Sad programme 
this, if true. 

The hopes of honest Uuiou men, who have 
all along flittered themselves that ihc Union 
would be restored, would Lido, if they believed 
what these Aboliiionists preach. Ia such 
case the Eurcss of the rebellion is assured. It 
is only a question of time. 

We see that the Frackfort Commonweslth 
has caught the radical drstemper. It feels hor 
ror-stricken at the idea of belonging to the 
isloyal party containing such men as Wood, 
'allaud'ghauj, Vorhees & Co. It charges its 
own party friends, who helped to elect Bram- 
lette, with rv.l»sl intentions. Accordiugto this, 
ther, the rebellion is increasing, rebels are 
multiplying. The cause Is growing woree, in- 
stead of improving. Whilst the armed fareM 
are moving in one direction, the current of 
opinion is flowing in the oiher. 

There is an ominous consideration in all 
this. Treat men as rebels and they arc apt to 
>ecome what the treatment tends to make 
hem. Tht y at least become more and more 
hostile to those from whom they Euff;r auc-h 
reatment. How idle it is to boast of victo- 
ries, if it appears that only a amall per cent, 
of a m-\j jrity in the Iree States constitute the 
majority ol loyal men there ! ! 

Do men who are real Irien Is to their coun- 
try thus represent its condition? Not they. It 
is the part it au who is er ger for power, and 
who undertakes to make thi3 dangf-rcus issue 
to gratify parly ambition, to win power and 
p;lf. 

They a'one are fer pultirg diwn the rebell- 
ion, and restoring the Uuion. All who do not 
seccn J their plins.althongh they may have ex 
actiy tho contrary effect, are traitors. Self- 
conceit and seJf-iigbteoa&ness cover their 
party ambition, whilst the reconciliation of a 
dictracted acd hostile people makes no part ot 
their objects. Dy tht6e miserable partisans 
expect e ver to end this coutest by such a pol- 
icy? Perhaps they are blind enough to think 
so; but the rest of mankind have a cifTtrent 
opinion. The history of tho world gives no 
encouragement to expect the success of 6uch 
means. 

^•General Grant, having shown himself 
equal to Hannibal in his courage and strategic 
skill, has just ehown himself superior to tbe 
great Cirthageniaa in refusing to make a 
Capua at Washington. 

The aulhoiities who, lolling in easy chairs, 
devote themselves to the consumption of flue 
wines and delicttte eatable?, thought to entrap 
the hero of Vickiburg and Chattanooga into 
the ease and indolence ot a luxurious life. 

Eeervated as these persous are bf their sed- 
entary and easy life, and with aspirations and 
interests wholly different from those of the 
hero General, they cannot see why he, with a 
great duty before hhn, should not be willing to 
pause in the diseh irge of what is before him. 
One of them would feel that u fluinc reward* 
and one which they would appreciate most, 
would be to receive the flattery and incer.se 
which would cover him in a capnan ease at 
Washington. 

Mr. L'neoln gives him a leave of absence for 
two weeks, in which he is tjepected to luxu- 
riate on fat comoious, and be pelted, toasted, 
feted and fattened in the slaughterhouce of 
Generals at Washington city. 

Then General Gtant, willingly or unwilling- 
ly, is a candidate for the Presidency. He may 
wish for no such reward, but this is to them 
incomprehensible. That a soldier should as- 
pire to military honors only, and not to deli- 
cious 6tews, boiling in the political pot, is 
something they cannot believe. 

Had he remained at Washington, how easy, 
in the freedom ol the social meal and over the 
social glass, to worm out of him his exact 
wishes as to the Presidency. With Lincoln 
on one side, and Chase on the other, each be- 
lieving that bcre is a dacgerous rival, how 
easy to commit the unthinking, careless sol- 
dier to some of their nefarious schemes, or 
how easy to entrap hiai iuto som i rash decla- 
ration that would rid them of bitn as a rival. 

Pcrhspo none of these considerations iiflu- 
ence d the hero. It is more likely that his 
whole mind wa6 given to the consideration of 
how to meet the grave duties which were de- 
volved upon him. How to checkmate Long- 
street and Johnston j how to fail the skillful 
and rphndid strategy of a Lee, were most 
likely tbe thoughts which occupied his mind, 
while they were thinking only of who should 
be next President and how his chances might 
be affected, or his service turnel to their ad- 
vantage. 

The course of Gran' was jast what the coun- 
try expected of him. It would be hard to re- 
concile his exploits and" character with the 
round of gaiety and dissipation which was pre- 
pared for him at Washington. Had he done 
otherwise, the country would have been dis- 
appointed. 

On the other hand, this inciient, trifling as 
it may seem to be, is in fact significant in 
•howing that there is one man, and ho occu- 
pying a moat important position, who is thor- 
oughly in earnest. It was quite natural for 
the Administration to think there was plenty 
of leisure for tbe commanding General to 
waste two weeks in idleness. It is what has 
marked their proceedings throughout the 
war. There has always been, in their opinior , 
plenty ot tlraa to suppress the rebtllioa; and 
they have idled and dallied over political U- 
6uee, in the full confidence that, no matter 
what they did, the rebellion wc uld be sup- 
pressed in "ninety duys." 

How It was to be done was a question with 
which practically thty gave themselves uo 
trouble whatever. Gen. Grant, however, sees 
«nd appreciates the full difficulty of the 



mighty undertaking of lighting half a million 
well disciplined and brave soldleiy. He seei 
that it is not to be advanced by "general con 

sultations;" by eating big dinners and attend- 
ing bops and receptions at the President's 
mansion and other places in Washington 

The country has cause to congratulate itself 
upon the man on whom they rely, aud in 
knowing that reliance is well founded.

Sir, I think there are artificial means con- 
stantly being used to influence the price of 
gold. These means have been employed since 
the suspension of specie pa nienls. They 
have increased from month to month for the 
past year, juft in proportion to the growth of 
speculation, which to-day exceeds In volume 
anything ever bclore known in the history of 
civilization. It has become necessary for 
the safety of this huge structure of Il- 
legitimate traffic that the price of gold 
should continue to rlsa In respect to the 
currency; and, sir. It will not be per 
mitted to decline, if human ingenuity and hu- 
man eilbrt can prevent it. Such a state of 
things must give birth to every species of de- 
vice acd to every kind of artificial process. 
They will C3mc in the form of misrepresenta- 
tions of the military situation of the country, 
and exaggerated statements of any defeats in 
the field. They will be in the shape of exten- 
sive combinations for the temporary purchase 
of the floating gold in the maiket; in the false 
statements as to the character ai d condition 
of i he public debt, and of the orj:cts and de 
£>Uns of the Government; and ail this is ren- 
dered more easily available by the ignorance 
that is permitted as to the resources and pow- 
er of the nation. 

And Mr. Stebbins give3 this testimony In 
re gard to the character of those who are con- 
spiring against the public credit: 

I regard, Sir, the depreciation of the cur- 
rency of the United States from thirty-three 
to forty per cent, discount for gold as a mon- 
strous crime or a fearful delusion; Iregard 
every man as guilty of crime who does anything 
to assist that depreciation. 

Bat some kuowing ones contend that the 
price of gold shows the precise state ot the 
public confidence in regard to the euccess of 
the Government iu the present contest. The 
matler amounts to thia : Since the Wall-street 
gamblers regulate the price of q;old for the 
whole country, they, the men who are "guilty 
of crime," are the only ones who are compe- 
tent to speak intelligently of the state of pub- 
lic aff airs. A precious set of rascals for such 
a purpose ! 

But to say that the tisc of gold is altogether 
the result of action of the gamblers or specu- 
lators ia an absurdity. If the finances had 
been properly managed at Washington, it 
would have been impossible for the gamblers 
to have carried gold up to Its present point, 
or anywhere near It. That speculators would 
do their bo3t to run it up is a matter of course, 
aad should have been guarded against. In 
place of doing this, the Government has done 
just what the gamblers would have advised to 
aid their rmrpose. It has pledged its coin to 
those very sharpers as interest at usurious 
rates, to be used rg iinst the Government cur- 
rency, and to banks by whom it will be hoard- 
ed, thus rendering itself powerless against 
their machinations. The more there is hoard- 
ed the better for the gamblers. U is thus 
kept out of the market. If the Government 
had reserved its specie to pretect its own cir- 
culation by some wise measure for supplying 
the gold market, the speculators would have 
been powerles*, and the hoarders would have 
seen that Uuir safest way wts to fhell out and 
invest ia something else. 

There is no use in trying to lay all the 
blame uoon the gamblers— let the Govern- 
ment take its full share.

Pork Packing in tub West.— The Cincin- 
nati Price Current, of the O h inst., gives some 
interest iug lacts and figures In rclntion to 
pork packing in the Wts*. this season. It pub- 
libhes the amount picked in a large number of 
towns in Oaio, Indiana, Illinois and other 
We3tern States, but by some accident, proba- 
bly, it does not give the figures for this point, 
which, although not large, will increase the 
amount tome 80,000 at least. 

According to the figures of the Price Cur- 
rent the whole number of hogs packed, up to 
the G.h iost., in the West, is l.ftti.uo'J, against 
3,11)8,559 last yc»r. Tho estimated amount 
for this year is IJH^jW. The dtflolency will 
not tall far short, accoiding to these figures, 
of 900,000 hogs. 

It is now clear that the hogs this 6ea6on 
will be the lightest ever packed belore, and 
the yield of lard per hog far less thin any sea- 
son upon record. The deficiency, so far, is 
about SO per cent, in the number and in weight 
about 10 per cent.

Messrs. Editors: Upon learning that the 
steamer Liberty would lay at this place about 
two hours, I availed inyBelf of the opportu- 
nity to visit the town. In the course ot con- 
versation with Borne of the citizens, I learned 
that Mayticld had been visited by a gang of 
over one hundred cltiz m guerrillas on Thurs- 
day, the 10th, and that, after pillaging the 
stores as usual, they shot a cit r z jn, wounding 
him severely. This is the second raid on that 
ill-fated town wi:hiu the past two weeks, and 
in the previous raid a citizm named Happy- 
was 6hot and killed by them. A force was 
sent from this place yesterday, but it is very 
doubtful whether or not they will capture any 
of them, as they scattered immediately after 
leaving Mayfleld. 

A cltiz.'n of Mayfleld was shot one day last 
week by order of Colonel Cunningham, of 
the negro regiment now being raised here, in 
retaliation lor a negro soldier who wa3 k lled 
at that place by guerrillas. Considerable feel- 
irg is manifested by the citizens of Paducah 
regarding this afftir; and the humiliation 
caused by tbe presence of negro soldiers, 
whe avail themselves of the privilege 
granted them to otfer indignities to white peo- 
ple, has completely enraged the people. The 
negro regiment is being recruited from the 
negroes throughout the district, and now 
numbers about 500 members. They weie pre- 
sented with a fl ig one day last week by Mrs. 
E. A. Gregory Ross, of this place, and speakers 
were present who gave them every assurance 
that they were as good as white m^n, it not a 
little better. The ci I iz ?ns are held iu terror ol 
the military authorities. 

The town of Paducah is enveloped in a 
general gloom. The absence of ladies from 
the streets and desolate appearance of resi- 
dences, give evidence of the general prostra- 
tion of the place and the people.

OMR. SHERMAN'S EXPEDITION. 

Interesting Detail* of its Movements— 
£00 Miles of Railroad, -JO Mills, 300 
Utiles of Cotton, 25 Locomotives and 
lOO Cars Destroyed- 500 White Pris- 
oners and Over Ten Thousand Ne- 
groes Taken. 

[Correspondence of the St. Louis Republican. 

VicK-iBrna, Miss , March 4. 
The great raid of the war is about ended, am 
the army which has marched over four hundred 
miles in thirty days, and which has 
so many terrible marka of its prowess 
its track, will soon be snu^ in quarters 
on the banks of the Mississippi. The con- 
sequences of the expedition are beyond calcu- 
lation, and the damage done to the Confederate 
cause cannot be estimated in dollars and cents 
injuries have been inflicted which Jeff. Davia and 
an his (.ominiona hare not the power to repair. A 
breach hai been made within the limits of their 
dominion,, which will never be closed durini: the 
life of this rel>eIlion. 

Portions of the Sixteenth and Seventeenth army 
eorp^, commanded respectively by Major Generals 
ITurlbtit and McPbeison, with Major Oeneral 
Sherman in command of the expedition, left their 
eninps on the 3d ult.. and crossed Black river in 
two columns, the Sixteenth forming the left wing 
of the army at Messenger s Ferry, and the Seven- 
teenth, winch formed the right, at the railroad 
bridge, eight miles below. 

No tents were taken with ns, and all, from the 
General commanding to the rank and file, bivouack- 
ed by a thousand rump fires in the open air, on the 
first night, five miles east of Black river, having 
marched a distance of twenty miles. 

One brigade of cavalry, under command of Col. 
~*jBSSMr, and a battalion commanded by Captain 
John Foster, accompanied the expedition, and on 
the morning of the 4ih Foster's advance guard was 
met by Adams' rebel cavalry at Champion Hills, 
who charged upon our small force, running over 
them and taking seven prisoners. Their loss was 
one man killed and one wounded and left oa the 
field. Captain Foster pushed forward and made a 
dash upon the enemy, and routed him with con- 
siderable loss. Their forces consisting of about 
T.OtO men, commanded by Centrals Wirt Adams, 
Itoss and Ferguson, and the whole under com- 
mand or General 8. D. Lee, then fell back to 
a commanding position ou the west side of 
Baker's Creek, where our cavalry force en- 
countered them ia tho afternoon and wtrc un- 
able to dislodge them until an infantry force of the 
Seventeenth corps came up to join In the assault. 
Tho enemy had several pieces of artillery, which 
he used upon us at this point with considerable ef- 
fect. Uttr loss here was fifteen killed and a pro- 
portionate number wounded. The Tenth a»is- 
souri cavalry suffered most, but Company I, 
Twelfth Wisconsin infantry, lost three men bv a 
shell from the enemy, and Colonel Rogers, of the 
Fifteenth Illinois, was slightly wounded by a rifle 
sh, t. At sundown the enemy had been driven 
across Baker's Creek, and we held the bridge dur- 
ing the night with two 80-pounder Parrot ts. sup- 
ported by two regiments of infantry. During the 
uight General Mcfhereon communicated by one 
of his a ds. Lieutenant Vernay, with tieneral 
Uurlbut, who lay six miles north of us, and learned 
that the enemy was strrbboruly disputing his ad- 
vance. 

At ennrise on the morning of the 5th. the enemy 
commenced a heavy artillery fire upon us from the 
crest of a long ridge which ran ptrallel with Bi- 
ker's Creek and three fourths of a mile distant 
from it. An open level plain lay between u», and 
the cnemy'u column couid be distinctly seen from 
our camp in line of battle. The Third and Fourth 
divisions of the Seventeenth corps. Brigadier Gen- 
erals Leggett and Crocker commanding, were 
thrown across the creek and formed In line of bat- 
tle facing the enemy, while oar Parrotts replied 
rap dly to the call made upon them by the enemy's 
guns. Twenty minutes were consumed in forming 
the line of batt e, when the word "forward" was 
sounded along the lines, and the troops moved for- 
ward steadily, coolly, irresistibly. It was 
a spectacle which, for dazzling sp'tndor, 
has been seldom equaled, never excelled. Our 
troops were formed iu two columns, about half a 
mile in length, and with an interval of two hun- 
dred yards between, the whole preceded by a 
strong line of skirmishers; aud, as all moved for- 
ward with the precision of clock-work, with ban- 
ners and battle flag* unfurled, and ten thousand 
bayonets blazing in the light or a bright morning 
sun, while a solid column of sullen, grim "gray- 
hacks" stood waiting their approach, each of us 
felt proud to claim a place in the army of the 
I nited States. Our troops were anxious, and all 
preparations iiad been made for a determined and 
desperate onset; hut they were doomed to disap- 
pointment. When onr Trout columns came within 
long rifle range the ranks of the enemy broke, and 
tbey fled in confusion. Onr men went forward at 
a double-quick with a terrible yell, and overtook 
the retreating foe in a dense skirt of timber m the 
rear of thvir position, and cut them to pieces bad- 
ly, ki ling and wounding a great number of men 
aud horses, all of which fell into our handa. Our 
loss here was about twenty-five killed aud wound- 
ed. ' 

The enemy retreated as fast as possible, and 
passi d throngh Clinton as our advance entered the 
town. The road from Messenger's came in here, 
and the Sixteenth corps came in after the Seven- 
teenth had passed through the place. Lee again 
planted his artillery in such a manner as to com 
mand the road two miles east of Clinton, but was 
soon routed, with slight damage to us. At this 
point LieuteuaHt Colonel Wm. T. Clark's horse 
was shot from under him, and he received a slight 
scra'ch on the hand from a rifle ball. We passed 
forward as rapid y as possible, and at 10 o'clock p 
i». the Seventeenth army corps bivouacked among 
the ruins of the fallen city of Jackson. Our cav- 
alry- had pressed the enemy closely to this point, 
and as he entered t^e tow n was compelled to aban- 
don a fine Whitworth gun, which fell into our 
hands. From here the enemy went north to Can- 
ton, and crossed Pearl river and marched again to 
our front, with his forces augmented by the addi- 
tion of Oeneral Lorings division of infantry, sev- 
en thousand strong. 

The 6th was consumed In constricting a pon- 
toon bridge across Pearl river and in destroying 
a large amount or public stores and arms, and t he- 
track of the Mississippi Central road, which had 
been repaired a short lime before by the Confede- 
rate forces. Five of General Jacksoa'a couriers 
were captured dutiugthe day, aud from dispatches 
found ou their persons we le-imed that their loaa 
so far bad been -A'*) men killed and wounded. 

Ou the tilth we crossed Pearl river and marched 
twelve miles to Brandon A small force of rebel 
cavalry skirmished with our advance guard all 
day, aud we took several prisoners and captured a 
number of horses and mules. A large lot of OSflS- 
meal atid other ruhsisttnee stores were found and 
destroyed. We also obtained late flies of South- 
ern papers, one of which contained a correspond 
eucc from one Mi*s Latham, who was expelled 
from our lines some lime since for taking on 
"ho c airs" in church, it made the startling an- 
nouncement to the Southern public that the 
"Yanks " had added auuther animal to th ir me- 
nagerie in the person of - Beast Mcl'herson." The 
General felt badly, but could not weep. 

On the >th, we eueounterad the enemy fourteen 
thousand strong at a point he had selected to 
check onr progress, but a charge made by our cav- 
alry, and a few rounds from our infantry, eoon 
scattered them, and they again marched eastward 
in disorder. They formed their line of battle in 
front of a house occupied by a family, and a wo- 
man was unfortunately killed by oue' of our skir- 
mishers. Lieutenant-Colonel Strong, under in- 
atl III Hum from the Cieneral commanding, procur- 
ed a cofflu. aud had the body decently interred. 

A large number of prisoners and deserters wera 
brought in at this place, who all agreed in saving 
that their army was in a most wretched state o'r de- 
moralization, and that they were determined not 
to fight that every preparation had been made 
here Tor fighting a desperate battle, and the officers 
made every effort to bring their forces iuto it, but 
utterly railed. The men said they had been de- 
feated, cut to pieces by superior numbers repeated- 
ly under bad leadership, that they had retreated 
and been haiasscd until they had uo heart to tight 
and would not. One regiment was disarmed and 
ent Lack in arrest, and when volunteers were call- 
ed for to attempt to hold their ground, they 
could not find an hundred to the regiment 
who were willing to make the trial. 

The Seventh corps halted at Morton Station on 
the tlth, and the Sixteenth corps passed to the 
tront. tireat numbers ot dead mules and horse- 
lay along the road; wagous, ammunition, blank- 
ets, clothing and guns, were scattered by the way- 
Bidc, and all went to show the cisastrous effects or 
that disorderly retieat. 

We passed terougii Hi!!sboro. a town or about 
twent> houses, on the 10th, and on the 11th pasted 
ou toward Decatur. During the day, Foster s cav- 
alry was sent to Lake Station, on the Southern 
railroad, where they destroyed three steam mills, 
two locomotives, thirty-rive cars, depot and ma- 
chine-shop. 

We encamped at Decatur, a dilapidated old town, 
on the night of the 12th, aud destroyed a large 
tannery. While the supply -.rain of the Sixteenth 
corps was passing through the place, Jackson's 
cavtlry made a dash at it aud killed twenty-four 
mules, when a regiment of infantry came up and 
sent them howling to the woods, with a loss of sev- 
en! hor-rs r.'id one man killed and one wounded. 
Dcriug the march of the Thirteenth they made a 
similar attempt on the train of the Seventeenth 
corps, but were driven off before any damaga was 
done. 

On the 14th we received word from the rebels 
that they would make a determined stand on Sum- 
mit: Hill", a few miles in advance, and we began to 
look for a fight; b .t when we reached that point 
we lonnd a board nailed to a tree, in which was 
written, in frifibtfuily unmistakable letters, - Thii- 
teen miles to BeUf" Hut it proved to be a migrato- 
ry locality, as wc never discovered it. unless the 
fellow meant Meridian, which we reached on the 
morning or the 15th, having marched one hundred 
and sixty miles in eleven days, with a desperate 
foe hovering upou our ftont, flank and rear during 
nearly every hour of the march. 

B fore we reached Meridian, General Force was 
sent to Chunky Station to destroy depot ware- 
houses and a large amount of trestlework, whirh 
he accomplished He was attacked by Lee's cav- 
alry, bnt soon put them to flight with severe loas 
tieneral Force cap'.nred and destroyed his train of 
seven wagons, all he had with him. Our loss was 
three men wounded in the forty fifth Illinois in- 
fantry. 

Meridian was a town made up of supply and rail- 
road depots, storehouses, hospitals, officers' quar- 
ters, Jtc„ all of which were burned. A large 
amount of shelled corn, salt, sugar, meal, bacon 
and beef, was round, vvuich wc either consumed »r 
destroyed. 

Detachments of the army went toward Mob e, 
Selma and Columbus, Mississippi, and destroyed 
the track, trestle-work, bridges and depots in all 
directions rroin Meridian. At Enterprise, a large 
amount of public stores and several large supply 
depots anil hospital buildings wen* destroyed. A-t 
Meridian we tound a large arms manufactory In 
successful operation, and it, with a large number of 
guns, was consumed by fire. 

The army marched on the 30th for Canton, com- 
ing ou a route north of the oue going out- arrived 
at Canton on the Stith, where it remained several 
da vs. Colonel Winsiow had a severe skirmish with 
Adams' forces, on the 27th, and on the -J9t h the same 
rebel force attacked and captured a forage train of 
sixteen wa t ons. sent oat by the Sixteenth corps 
At Canton, twtnty-oue locomotive* were captured 
and dettroyed, together with a large number or 
cars and crther public property. When w« reached 



this point we hcrd a trreat many rumors from 
General Smith s cavalry force, la moat of which 
a 'med to have defeated Smith and drWer*

General Sherman left his command at Canton 
and came on with an escort to this p ar... Th* 
troop* moved from there yesterday, aad will ba 
h?re in a day or two.

nati V Kaii tbe r of i 'otmnerct: 

Tbe Committee appointed to attend the 
"Ohio River Improvement Coaveation," held, 
at L-Duia ville, beg leave to report: 

That the Convention waa thinly attended, 
but few points on the Ohio river being repre- 
sented. No prcjects or plans were presetted, 
if any were prepared, by tbos-j instrumental 
in calling the Convention. It W2s simply 
urged that if Corgress would apprr pri ite tea 
millions of Jo lire, a successful plan would bo 
developed; thU the eugineeriog and mechan- 
ical talent would be awaktred to devieea 
plan that wru'd surmount all obstacles that 
nature has interposed, without risk ot mak- 
Irg an embargjor interruption to tree nav- 
igation during the average of seven wojtha 
of the year of high water, for ucccrnha 
results during the low wa.er sess< n§. Ifc 
was, in the coarse of debate, imlm tied that, 
nearly a msj.»rity of the members of Con- 
gress were ready to vote f ar imraense sp- 
proprhtioos to tha I'linois canal er ! vg^meat 
and the New York ship canal projrc, and 
the time was therefore favorable to secure so 
appropriation for the great naiienal highway 
— the Ohio river. Your committee took tho 
ground that any attempt at imnroveinent 
without a practical plau, such aa 'has never 
yet been proposed, would only resol: ia in- 
jury. That all the experiments thns far mada 
cy the Government, at various points on tho 
river, had proved worse than useless. Atten- 
tion was called to the tact traat for years past 
the citizens of Lincincati aud its Cham- 
ber of Commerce had evinced the deepest in- 
terest In the improvement ef the Oafo, were 
now keenly anxious for its improvement, bat 
would not tavor in any way the attempt, with- 
out some feasible plan, whereby the ben?ftta 
they may erjoy from its free navlga'.ion In so 
maay months in the year, would not be im- 
paired. 

Your committee, therefV.re, pre«ea*ed a res- 
olution "That all resotuiions, m murials or 
plans, presented or acop.ed by the Conven- 
tion, should require the approval of the Chain- 
ber ol Commerce, Board of Trade or munic- 
pal authorities of tbe towns on the b n-der of 
the Ohio." Af a r some opposition tbe resolu- 
tion was adopted, acd an Lxccu ive Commit- 
tee of live members appointed, who may at 
some future time report someiniug practical 
for your consideration. 

Tne Convention adopted a preamble and 
resolutions expressive of the views of that 
body ii reference to the improvement of tbo 
navigation of the liver, which preamble aad 
resolutions were also adopted as a memorial 
to Cot gresj.

A dispatch was sent to Indianapolip, Inquirlrg 
about the partlee arrested, when an answer 
was received stating that they were detectives, 
and that they were acting upon authority, and 
that the counterfeit plate had been given them 
by the proper authorities.

The second nnatber. dated February H, 
ju»t reaches us, and contains, besides several spicy 
and pertinent editorials, aomo interesting items of 
war news and the proclamation of Colonel R. It. 
Livingston, oa taking command of the District of 
Northern Arkanaaa. 

Tbe Bazzoo announces a "brilliant cavalry 
dash," lu which thirty-six prisoners and a rebel 
null were captured, and describe* the affair thus: 
The scouting party which, left here weak before 
last under the command of that dashing officer, 
f :»iptaln Tom Majors, returned last week. Captain 
Majors had a dutaebment of the First Nebraska 
and Kleventh Missouri cavalry undor his com- 
mand. 

The command of the rebel Colonel Brand, 
which was iu the vicinity of Powbattan was ef- 
fectually broken up, and a number of prisoner* 
and horses were captured, besides the brave and 
chivalrous Colonel himself, but he afterwards es- 
caped. Captain Majors then made a dash into 
Jackaonport, where a considerable body of rebels, 
nnder Captains Eckles and Brown, were quartered. 
In the nght which ensned. Captain Zckles waa 
killed, a number of prisoners and horses taken, 
and the whoie rebel outfit entirely ^iapersed. and 
this without the loas of a mau on the part of Cap- 
tain Majors. 

Captain Majors' command captured in all thirty- 
six prisoners aud about seventy -five horses, also 
Captain Kuthcrtord, formerly the rebel Provost 
Marshal at thi- place. Besides "taking In" tae 
prisoners, &c. the Captaiu laid violent hands on a 
rebel mall, which a party of rebels were escorting 
to Price's army. This is the aecond mall that Cap- 
tain Tom has taken the liberty to confiscate 
What a pity (Q it is to have such men as Captain 
Majors about, who la continually playing i 
With whole parties of rebels and Price's Sr, 
mail escorts. 

All honor Is dne to the Captain and the brave 
men under his command on the recent expedition. 

A chase aud a running fltrht of several days after 
Freeman and his gang, and the capture of thirty- 
seven of them, are thn« detailed: 

That veteran officer. Lieutenant Colonel Baumer. 
with about 300 men or the First Nebraska and 
Sixth M ssouri cavalry, started out on the »3d nit., 
af.er Freeman and his gang. The Colonel came 
up with tbe enctny on the Syllamore and be^an a 
run .iu;. fight with htm, which continued for sev- 
eral days, during which only one of Colonel B.'s 
men was wounded— sergeant Millen, whom we 
previously noticed. 

The Colonel captured thirty-seven prisoners, a 
large number of horses auu mules, burned Free- 
man's wagon train, which contained his effects, 
and put his men in full retreat In a westerly direc- 
tion Freemsu's crew was most entlrelv U9ed up.

PROCLAMATION. 

IlEAoqcABTSKs Dis bict N. E. Arkansas, I 
Batesvuak, December 23, 1663. |" 
To the citizens of Northern Arkansas: 

Ordered to assume command of the District of 
North tCiiatern Arkansas, I have come among you 
clothed with authority to protect the loyal and 
bummarl y punish all violations of the laws of 
war. 

I am not here to ask you what you hava done In 
the past; your actions In the future, more thin 
your past conduct, shall servo as a basis for my 
guidance. 

To the noble sons of Arkansas who have stood 
true to the old flng amid all the vicissitudes uf this 
deplorable war, I extend the warm right hand of 
fellowship. To those who have already repented 
of their folly in resisting the best and most power- 
ful government on earth, I shall aSord protection ; 
and to such as are now in arms, but are anxious 
and willing to return to their allegiance to the 
United States, I promise security in the enjoyment 
of those inestimable blessings which only tie 
government I represent can bestow upon her citi- 
zens. 

Let the strong reasons of good n.en be 
to recall the misguided, who still persist in a 
less and rniu-entaillng struggle against fate. 

Bo advised in timo — forego the coarse of boot- 
less wai fare yon have carried on in detached and 
unwarranted bands against the Government— re- 
turn to your firesides and the bosoms of your fami- 
lies, and as far as in my power lies I will protect 
yon and yours from harm. 

In every expedition sent out by my command, 
rest assured that the guerrilla, bushwhacker or 
jayhawker, as he is variously termed, will suffer 
death whenever found in a condition that convicts 
him of this crime against the law of natl ns. No 
civilised arrales recoznizo a* soldiers the merciless 
bands of robbers and murderers who have brought 
so much suffering on their fellow-countrymen. 
Whenever such h-.nds are found they will be dealt 
with in the most summary manner. Should, how- 
ever, the men who now compose those bands ro- 
turn to the'.rhomos ar.d the avocatious of 
peaceable and law-abiding citizens, they shall not 
only bo unmolested, but they aud their property 
wi'l be protected. 

I ask and shall expect the fnll support of a'l good 
men in rei-torlug peace to your desolated district. 
The hearty co-operation of law and order-loving 
citizens iu suppressing lawless bands by inforrua- 
- as well as by appealing to the erring, is 
ese-cntial to your own safety, and is demanded. 

It is proper that it should be fully understood 
that, in all operations against guerrillas In the 
northern part of this Stale, having the co-opera 
tion of the General* c >mmanding the southern 
districts of Missouri. I will hold bqcu as escape 
into Missouri responsible, and pursue them uortfi 
until they and the;r c:Lmes are overtaken aud sum- 
marily puuishod.
